REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


At the expiration of the school year, the board of education pre- 
sent the following report for the consideration of the voters and 
tax-payers whom they have had the honor to represent in school 
affairs. 

When the schools of a town maintain a reasonable degree of 
prosperity, and no particular new departures have been taken in 
school matters, the reports of the school-board must necessarily be 
somewhat monotonous. 

But we are pleased to report that our schools, as a whole, for the 
year past have been, as we deem, fully up to the standard of pre- 
ceding years. 

The relations between teachers and scholars have been uniformly 
harmonious, and teachers, with scarcely an exception, have been 
painstaking and conscientious. 

The attendance has been fully up to the average of years past, 
although the parochial school at the village has drawn away many 
of the pupils from the village schools, and the board have deemed 
it advisable, during the two past terms, to consolidate the four vil- 
age schools into three, which does not make them any too large for 
successful work, and effects quite a saving in salaries and fuel, 
which has been a desirable matter the present year, as from various 
causes the amount of school money, for ordinary school purposes, 
has been considerably less this year than for several years past, 
although the district liberally voted additional sums for musical 
- Instruction and for repairs, yet those were not applicable for any 
other purposes than those for which they were expressly raised, 
so that what has not been expended for those purposes must remain 
in the treasury. 

However, the ee have been able to furnish thirty-three weeks 
of school, the customary amount, with a small balance remaining in 
the treasury, from the legitimate school money.

The two hundred and fifty dollars ad for musical instruction 
has been expended for that purpose, and \ think in a satisfactory 
manner. 

Extended repairs have been made at thé village school-house, 
where they were very much needed. As the other school-houses 
seemed to need only a few minor repairs, it was thought advisable 
to allow the balance of the repair money to remain, for the present, 
in the treasury. 

The whole number of scholars attending school during the year 
has been two hundred and seventy-six. 

The present board has sought to be as economical as possible in 
the expenditure of the funds entrusted to them, but there are 
many other necessary expenditures besides salaries, which, alto- 
gether, foot up quite a total. 

In hiring teachers, the least outlay of money is not always the 
best economy, and the present and preceding boards have judged it 
best to keep the average of salaries fully up to that of neighboring 
towns of our size, thus being enabled, to a certain extent, to make a 
selection of teachers, and the uniform success of our schools has 
justified the wisdom of that policy. 

The district is to be congratulated on the commodiousness and 
comfort of its school buildings, with one exception, the school-house 
at North Pembroke, at which place a new building is very much 
needed. 

The present building is very old, and destitute of all modern fur- 
niture and conveniences, and, during our inclement winter season, it 
is at the greatest risk to the health of the children that they attend 
school at all. 

Submitting respectfully these brief remarks to your consideration, 
and extending thanks for the unvarying courteous treatment that 
we have received from the citizens of the district, we announce that 
the annual school-meeting will occur at the town hall on Saturday, 
the 14th of March, at 2 p. m.
